Money Will All Be Spent In Canada—Will Ensure Prosperity In The 
Futre—A Chance To Do Good And At The Same Time Make 
A Good Investment—The Details 

Canada’s big 1 drive for the $300,000,000 that will enable her to 
pay her war bills, and carry the country safely through the re-con¬ 
struction period with no cessation of the present prosperity com¬ 
menced Monday. 

On that day canvassers throughout the Dominion, from the At¬ 
lantic to the Pacific and as far north as the Hudson’s Bay and the 
Yukon, started their rounds of the homes of Canada. It will be 
the duty of all Canadians, who have the welfare of their country at 
heart to greet them cordially. Because in them will be represent¬ 
ed the Dominion’s very urgent appeal for money. 

The campaign will last three weeks. During that time it will 
be carried into every corner andcentre of Canada. If you are not 
visited by one of the army of canvassers, you will be able to make 
your investment in this new issue by obtaining application forms 
from any Victory Loan committee or from the branches of any 
chartered Canadian bank. 

The details of the loan are as folowsCanada offers for public 
subscription $300,000,000 worth of 5 1-2 per cent, gold bonds at par, 
bearing interest from November 1st 1919, and offered in' two matur¬ 
ities— five years and fifteen years, the choice of which is optional 
with the subscriber. The interest will be payable half-yarly, with¬ 
out charge on May 1 and Nov. 1, at any branch in Canada of any 
chartered bank. 

The demnoiminations of the bonds are $50, $100, $500 and $1000 
Subscriptions may be paid in full at the time of application, or on 
any of the following dates; ten per cent on application, twenty per 
cent December 9th 1919, twenty per cent January 9th 1920, twenty 
per cent 10th February 1919, and balance March 9th 1920. The lat¬ 
ter includes thirty per cent balance of principal and 1.21 representing 
accrued interest at 5 1-2 per cent from Novemebe'r 1st 1919, to due 
dates of the respective instalments. A full half-year’s interest will 
be paid on May 1st 1920, making the cost of theb onds $100 and 
interest. 

Of the $300,000,000 and over that will be raised every cent n il! 
be spent in Canada. The proceeds will be used to pay the indebted¬ 
ness incurred during the war and to meet the expenditures to be 
made in connection with the demobilization and the re-establishment 
of our soldiers in civil ligfe. This will include the Department of 
Soldiers’Civil Re-establishment, the authorized war service gratuities 
and landsettlement loans. Other expenditures include the national 
udertakings forming part of the Dominion’s industrial reconstruction 
plans, the Halifax Relief fund, and for the stablishment of credits 
abroad so that we may dispose of our huge surplus of foodstuffs, 
timber, manufactured articels and other products.

A special meeting of the Council 
wa s held at the office of the Secretary 
at Chauvin, on Saturday the 25th in¬ 
stant at two o’clock p.m. 

All the members of/ the council were 
present. 

The special business of the meeting 
was the assessmemnt of the Munici¬ 
pal district, according to the recent 
amendments of the Municipal Dis- 
triqts Act. The Department were 
presssing the Council to commence 
assessing this fall; and all values are 
to be submitted to the Department 
early in the Spring, to allow the Tax 
Commimssioner to eauafize the ass¬ 
essments throughout the whole of the 
Province. 

Application for the position was 
placed befoe the Council from Mr. 
G. M- Beattie of Cnauvin, a returned 
man, who offered to undertake the 
work for the sum of 25c. per quarter 
section, with an additional sum for 
horse-keep. Having in view the 
many details required by the Depart¬ 
ment in the case of each quarter sec¬ 
tion to be assessed, ,tne Council con¬ 
sidered the sum asked as very reason¬ 
able;; and owing to the pressure be¬ 
ing brought to bear to have the mat¬ 
ter fixed at once, it was deemed ad¬ 
visable to make an appointment im¬ 
mediately. 


Mr. Beattie was then interviewed 
by the Council, and scitlsfied the mem¬ 
bers as to his experience and ability 
to execute the work. It was sug¬ 
gested that the enumeration be fixed 
at the sum of 25c. for each quarter 
section assessed, with the addition of 
Mr. Beattie agreed to accept the ar- 
Councillor Dumont moved that Mr. 
G. M. Beattie be appointed assessor 
for this Municipal District at the rate 
of 25c. for each quarter section ass¬ 
essed by him, with tile addition of 
$50.00 for horse keep expenses- Car¬ 
ried unamously. The Secretary was 
instructed to draw the necessary 
ageement for this purpose. The 
meetingg then adjourneed.

Tuesday, October 27th will remain a red-letter day in 
the history of Chauvin, and in fact of Alberta, as the day 
of the ‘‘Big Shipment.” The present shipment marks 
but a further step in the devopement of this district in 
the science and practise of mixed farming.

This policy has borne the most 
excellent and profitable results and has been the means 
by which the district has continued to prosper under two 
successive crop failures. It’ is estimated that this fall 
will see over one hundred cars of cattle placed on the 
market. All from this district. 

Under the management of Messrs Parcels and Fox- 
well, our local stock buyers, a number of our local farm¬ 
ers got busy together and estimated their resources and 
as a result decided to charter a special train, load their 
own stock and take it through direct to Chicago. This 
has been done and the train steamed away with its valu¬ 
able freight yesterday afternoon. Seven of the cars 


were loaded at Ribston, the others at Artland and Chau¬ 
vin. Suitable streamers have been prepared and on its 
eastward journey it bears its witness to the great value 
of our lands for stock raising purposes. * 

This is the first time that a farmers own shipment of 
this magnitude has been made in the West, and its is a 
justifiable source of pride to us all that our district is 
the one to make this innovation. All possible, profits 
will come to the raisers, all un-riecessary expenses cut out, 
and every one in the district will reap reward from the 
publicity this train will give the district. There will be 
a greater competition for our cattle. There will be many 
buyers looking for land in this district next year. Here’s 
to the continued success of our farmers—as good as any 
in the West.

Although the egg production varied 
from year to year, the general tend¬ 
ency was for meat scraps and tankage 
to be equally efficient. 

The pullets in he pen fed tankage 
laid an average of 185.5 eggs; in the 
meat scrap pen, 170 eggs; and in the 
no meat-fed pen 59.35 eggs per year. 

Under war time conditions it cost 
slightly over $2 to feed a laying Leg¬ 
horn pullet for 12 months.

prisonment for a term not exceeding 
two months. 

The Council of this Municipal Dis¬ 
trict have given an undertaking to 
pay the monies borrowed for seed 
grain on or before the 31st day of 
December 1919; and it is hoped that 
borrowers will clean up their individ¬ 
ual notes as soon as they can mar¬ 
ket the grain.

1. In this By-Law unless the con¬ 
text otherwise requires. 

“Animal” means and includes, horses, 
cattle, sheep, swine, goats and poul 
try. 

2 No animal; the property of any 
person resident or non.resident within 
the said Municipal District of Ribstone 
No. 421, shall at any time be a large 
in any part of the said Municipal 
District. 

3 An animal at large shall be 

deemed to be any animal not under 
direct control of the owner or some 
one acting under his authority: or 

not confined within any building or 
lawful fence. 

4- Any animal a/t large contrary 

lo the provisions of this By-law may 
be impounded in the 
provided for.

6. Any fence conforming with the 
requirements of the Fence Ordin¬ 
ance shall be deemed to be a lawful 
fence. 

7 Notwithstanding anything here¬ 
in contained; any Resident of the 
said Municipal District may allaw 35 
head of horses or cattle to run at large 
for every 160 (one dundred and sixty) 
acresof land owned by him within such 
district. 

8. The provisions of Sections 208 
to 215 inclusive of the Municipal Dis¬ 
trict Act shall be deemed to be in¬ 
corporated in and form part of this 
By.Law. 

9. The provisions of the Stray An¬ 
imals Ordinance; the Herd Ordinance;

Alberta One Of The 
Rich Salt Producing 
Areas In The World 


Have A Care For 
Engineer, If Not 
For Your Own Self 


Winnipeg, Oct. 10—Brine from 
springs in Eastern Alberta having the 
a ppearance of muc volcanoes has 
been found to assay 98 1.2 per cent 
salt, establishing Alberta as one of the 
richest salt producing areas in the 
world, according to W. O. Saunders, 
representing Bditish capital interest¬ 
ed in Canada’s natural desources, 
who is en route to England to make 
his report- He will return to Canada 
in four months, In the same neigh- 
bordood conglomerate deposits were 
unearthed which contained fine spec¬ 
imens of garnet, agate and other rere

When Edward, Prince of Wales—eager, bright 
v eyed, smiling and sincere—arrived in Canada in 
t August, and when he voiced his great admiration of 
^ the wonderful achievements of Canadians, on the 
fields of battle and at home, once again we were 
1 S*thrilled with joyous pride. 

He, asked concerning Canada’s reconstruction pro- 
v. gramme, and when he was told of the Victory Loan 
19fye graciously consented to the use of his Coat 
of‘Arms on a flag, which is to be the prize of honour 
for districts achieving their quota in the loan. 

In dedicating “The Prince’s Flag” at Ottawa on 
Labor Day, His Royal Highness said in part:— 

“It is a great joy to me to be associated with the 
loan, which is the bridge between war and peace, and 
which is finishing off the job.” 

“I hope every city and district will win my flag.” 

Striking, and beautiful in design, this flag will form 
not only an unique memento of Victory Year, but a 
lasting and outstanding souvenir of the visit of His 
Royal Highness—a visit which will remain as one of 
the most memorable events in Canada’s history. 

The' reproduction above shows the design of the 
flag. The body is white, the edge red; in the upper 
left hand corner is the Union Jack, and in the lower 
right hand corner the Prince of Wales’ Coat of Arms. 

The flag is made in two sizes, 4 feet 6 inches by 
9 feet for small cities, towns and villages, and 7 feet 
by 13 feet 6 inches for cities of over 10,000 population. 

Canada has been divided into canvassing districts 
by the Victory Loan Organization. Each city forms 
one district. Other districts have been determined 
according to population. 

Each of these canvassing districts has been allotted 
a certain amount in Victory Bonds to sell. To win 
the Prince’s Flag, therefore, a district has to sell its 
allotment. That is the one and simple condition. 

Anticipating that many districts will buy far 
beyond their allotment, the organization decided that 
for each twenty-five per cent, excess of the quota one 
Prince of Wales” Crest be awarded.
